Claims 5, 6, 21,51, 52 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding Claim 5, the prior art of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest an 
apparatus for automatically focusing an image of an object plane in a microscope 
comprising, in addition to the other related features of the claim, an auxiliary beam 
splitter and an auxiliary light sensor, as recited in Claim 5, lines 26-30. 

Regarding Claim 21 , the prior art of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a 
system for automatically focusing an image in a microscope comprising, in addition to 
the other related features of the claim, an auxiliary beam splitter and an auxiliary light 
sensor, as recited in Claim 21, lines 18-21. 

Regarding Claim 51 , the prior art of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a 
microscope for viewing an object plane wherein, in addition to the other related features 
of the claim, the object is placed as recited in Claim 51, lines 14-16. 

Regarding Claim 52, the prior art of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a 
microscope for viewing an object plane wherein, in addition to the other related features 
of the claim, the probe arm is substantially elongated , as recited in Claim 52, lines 8-10.
